from its original concept as the 
cornerstone of democracy, 
has 


grown so great that it now threat- 
ens to overshadow all the solemn 
guarantees that were given man- 
kind when it first consented to be 
bound by the'voting principle. 
Co-equal with the rule of the ma- 
jority, of course, Was the original 
American guarantee of protection 
for minorities. But if the "majori- 
ity vote" principle is .extended 


_fully and ruthlessly against all 
nsections and all men then you can 


expect no real protection for mi- 
norities. 
I know that it is baffling to the 
average citizen to try and under- 
stand how, in a democracy ordi- 
narily bound by majority vote, it 
so happens that custom and prece- 
dent do not alwaj^s permit the 
United States Senate to cast a 
simple majority voto. But let us 
recall that the United States Senate 
is no mere town council. It origi- 
nated as a meeting place of sov- 
/.i-ercign senators from many states 
®and different sections.There was no 
question about the binding power 
01 a majority vote on national is- 
sues. But something more than a 
mere majority was needed to ratify 
actions of paramount importance— 
and on actions affecting only cer- 
tain sections and states the ma- 
jority rule was denied as a matter 
of principle 
and 
constitutional j 
guarantee 
And when it was at- | 
tempted 
to invoke the majority 
rule in such fields a filibuster — the 
holding of unlimited debate — was 
the only recourse of whatever sec- 
tion happened to find itself in the 
minority at the moment. 
America was conceived as a 
group of various sections and states 
allied into a federal government, 
but bulwarked off into many com- 
partments so that no single storm 
might sink the ship. Do we gain 
greater security by abandoning 
this ancient American principle to 
go chasing off after the new phil- 
osophy that majority might makes

Paris, March .—(UP)— French 
government police have arrested 
a total of 10 Communist spy sus- 
pects in their drive to 
eliminate 


seditious 
elements 
within 
the 
armed forces, and the drive is con- 
tinuing, it was reported today. 


The latest arrests include two 
more army officers and two civil- 
ians, bringing the total to 
four 
army officers 
and six civilians, 
these reports said.

The drive was reported under di- 
rection of Interior Minister Jules 
Moch, the tough, hard-boiled po- 
lice director who eliminated Com- 
munists from the mobile guard and 
other national militia forces after 
the autumn strike war of 1947. 
The drive was launched 
when 
Maurice Thorez, secretary general 
of the French Communist party, 
declared the French people would 
welcome an invading Soviet army 
in case of war. 


Official information on the most 
recent arrests was expected to be 
released in the due course of time. 
Moch reported on the campaign be- 
fore a soecial cabinet meeting last 
night. He was understood to have 
assured the cabinet the campaign 
would continue. 


The new arrests were reported 


after Major Louis-Georges Theul- 
ery, a Communist and a regular 
army officer, was formally char- 
ged by a military examining magi- 
strate with divulging military sec- 
rets to a foreign power.
